musician in the sense of a performer

intellect and nature responded to its 
appeal and of oac 
who 
recognized 


that it docs exert an appeal which to 
many people is more powerful than 
any other. Music is an art and to a 
-roater or less degree an innate gift 
and a form of. expression by macy of 
both the intellect and the emotions. 
The speaker promptlv dismissed the 
contention, or assertion of some that 
music is not human and then smash- 
ed the theory that 
musicians are 
long-haired men or short-haired wo- 
men or that thev are eccentricities. 
He warmly defended the 
( musician 


and musioallv cultured people against 
the sneers^ the musically uncultur- 
ed In the course of his 
lecture he 


emphasized the fact that music is one 
of the highest 
and 
most 
effective 


forms of expressions and made a plea 
for the cultivation of musical tastes 
and tendencies in the masses of the 
people. In this connection he combat- 
ted the more or less prevalent theory 
that many people cannot acquire 
musical tastes and 
some 
degree of 
musiril education and in this connec- 
tion he cited 
the 
experience of a 
"reat educator in t"Stir"- the musical 
capabilities of voting- children with 
the result that they were. able to un- 
derstand and to respond to the ap- 
neal of classic music, when the com- 
position was intej-preted to them by 
one versed in the technique and un- 
derstanding of. musical-. motifs. 


Major DcJbie paid a handsome trib- 


ute to the intellect and the srenius of 
Beethoven, and bracketed him along 
with some of the world's great men 
who had attained fame in other fields 
of education 
and human endeavor. 


In the 
further course of his 
free 


treatment of the theme, the speaker 
in a reminiscent mood, incidentally 
referred to moments in h:s own life 
and in his foreign travels when he 
had heard great music under condi- 
tions ideal for an appreciation of it 
and for a response to its powerful ap- 
peal.

To love 


Him who has loved us, and to lovfe 
[iim with all the heart, soul, strength 
aid mind, is the' first duty and privi- 
lege of man, if he wants to start right 
at the beginning in seeking the high- 
est and best 'life that is possible, lie 
must get right with God. 
Simple and ^Natural. 


And in the net place, or in the 


same place, for the second great 
commandment is "like unto the first," 
he must "get right with his fellow- 
men.How natural and simple that all 
is! Was not this the glory of Jesus 
that he revealed the supreme things 
so clearly and simply? 
How could 


this matter of eternal life be other- 
wise ? 
' Is not life a matter of the right 
relation of a man to his environ- 
ment? 
And Jesus says that eternal 


life is the right relation of man, 
through love, to his eternal environ- 
ment—the living God and the eter- 
nal t>ouls of his fellowmen. 


Notice also how Jesus made the 
lawyer define these things for him- 
self. Jesus did not say +o him, "You 
know what's written in the law,," and 
then go on to expound an interpre- 
tation that the lawyer might have 
questioned. He let the lawyer do his 
own interpreting. 
"What." he asked, 
"is written in the law? 
How read- 


est thou?" 
And the lawyer had to give an 
honest answer. He knew the truth. 
He defined it with unerring eactj*ess, 
so unerringly that Jesus approved his 
definition and said. "Thou hast an- 
swered right: this do, and thou shalt 
live." 
Every man knos the truth when 


he 'is honest with himself >and with 
his God. He knows that the" hates 
and prejudices of life are wrong. He 


tnows that he ought to be kind, and 
brotherly and forgiving, even toward 
.hose who do him wronp. 
He has the greaUexample of Jesus, 
as well as the words 'of Jesus, to 
guide him. It is not for lack' of truth 
yit for lack of willingness to follow 
t simply and courageously that man 
s so far from God and^from his fel- 
lows. 


Being Neighborly. " 


"Who is my neighbor?" said the 


jawyer. 
He ought to have known, 
and he did know. 
He was not. of 


course, a "lawyer" in our modern 
sense of the term. He was a man 
of religion, a man versed in the Jew- 
ish' law. He^knew, or he ought to 
have known, what that law, in its 
highest precepts and examples, set 
forth as the proper relationship to 
all men. 
But he was "willing to justify him- 


self." 
And Jesus turned the tables 


upon him adroitly. 
He had asked, 


"Who is my neighbor?" and Jesus 
said to him, "Whose neighbor are 
you going to be?" 
Jesus showed him that there is no 


limit to this business of being neigh- 
borly. It does not stop at groups, or 
sects, or classes, or racial or terri- 
torial boundaries. 
He told the story 


of "the good Samaritan," a man of 
race and religion that the prejudiced 
Jew despised, and he told the story 
to such good effect that, once more 
forcing the lawyer to make his own 
definitions, the latter was compelled 
to acknowledge that a Samaritan, 
even in rnotrast to a Jewish priest 
and a Levite. has on an oscasion of 
need proved himself the real neigh- 
bor."Which now of these three, think- 
est thou, was neighbor unto him that 
fell among the thieves? 
And"he said, 


He that shewed mercy an him. 
"Then said Jesus unto him. Go, and 


do thou likewise." 
And that is precisely what Jesus 


says out>of this great parable to you 
and 'me."
